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POLICE are stepping up investiga¬ 
tions after a total of ten cats have 
been victims of suspected poisoning 
in the last two years. 

All the dead cats were from the 
Cross Close and Falklands Road area 
of the town, and all are thought to 
have been poisoned with antifreeze. 

Police believe the poisonings to be 
deliberate, and are stepping up their 
investigations in the hope of finding 
the person responsible. 

PCSO Kayla Packman, of Haverhill 
Police, has been handing out leaflets 
in the area, to make people aware of 
the consequences of poisoning an 
animal. 

Trudy Birch, of Cross Close, says 
her teenage daughter has been “bro¬ 
ken” by the death of their one-and-a- 
half year old tortoiseshell Simba in 
2011. 

Jasmin, now 13, raised her pet from 
eight weeks old. 

Trudy, 43, said: “I want whoever 
has done this to read this story, and if 
they have a heart or a conscience 
they should know it was my daugh¬ 
ter’s cat and we had to come home 
and tell our 11-year-old her baby had 
been put to sleep.” 

Simba had a fit in the family garden 
and had to be rushed to the vet. After 
three days, her kidneys were failing

2009. Then Bob, a brown male, and 
Elbe, a black and white female, were 
both rushed to the vets in 2010 with 
kidney failure before being put to 
sleep. 

It has taken three years for the fam¬ 
ily to feel able to bring cats back into 
the home. Current cats Tilly and

and the family had to allow vets to 
put her down. 

The vets said it was a form of chem¬ 
ical poisoning, and they suspected 
antifreeze. 

Trudy, husband Glenn, 44, Jasmin 
and her brother Jamie, 11, have since 


rehomed other cats, but they’re too 
afraid to let them out after 7pm in 
case they meet a similar fate. 

Other residents in Cross Close, 
including mum-of-two Karen 
Thompson and pensioners Dennis 
and Jean Bishop have also been put 


off having cats again after their pets 
were poisoned. 

Karen, 47, lives with husband Dave, 
55, and daughters Chloe, 14, and 
Abbie, 11. 

The family’s British Blue cat Mister 
was found dead by a neighbour in 
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FENSA

Town will get a voice 
over future vision 


PLANS created to shape the 
future of Haverhill for cur¬ 
rent and future residents 
have been passed through 
- despite being widely criti¬ 
cised. 

But protesters have been 
reassured that their voices 
will be heard after all as 
Haverhill Town Council 
prepares to fight for what 
the town needs. 

Draft versions of Vision 
2031 documents for 
Haverhill were agreed by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council at a meeting on 
September 30. 

This draft did not include 
any of the lengthly objec¬ 
tions made by officials and 
the public during the con¬ 
sultation period, which ran 
from June to August.

But borough councillors 
have made assurances that 
all complaints will still be 
addressed. 

Town Mayor Cllr Roger 
Andre was at the full coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

He said: “There will be 
meetings with the Borough 
prior to the planning 
inspector’s meetings, and 
we are delighted that they 
have agreed to this because 
there are things we need to 
try and resolve.” 

Main issues flagged up by 
the town mayor include the 
town’s great need for a rail¬ 
way link to connect with 
Cambridge and a proposed 
extension to East Town Park 


- on a triangle of land 
between Calford Green, 
Coupals Road and the 
Wilsey Estate. 

Haverhill’s population is 
estimated to rise by another 
10,000 over the next two 
decades, and a high street 
revamp has been another of 
the main calls. 

County councillor Tony 
Brown, who represents 
Haverhill East and 
Kedington, has been one of 
those opposed to the 
Borough’s version of the 
plans from the start. 

He branded the plans “a 
big dose of housing, and 
nothing more” and was 
angry that the initial plans 
did not provide further 
facilities outside of new 
homes for 37,000 people. 


The town Mayor added 
that though the town coun¬ 
cil was disappointed with 
the notice paid to their 
comments before approval, 
they are confident that 
changes will be made before 
the plans are implemented. 

Cllr Andre said: “We are 
pleased to have the chance 
to discuss and come to an 
arrangement with the 
Borough before the plan¬ 
ning inspector has to step 
in.” 

A spokeswoman for St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council confirmed that the 
planning inspector will 
receive all comments sub¬ 
mitted during public con¬ 
sultation, and will consider 
them in deciding if Vision 
2031 is fit for purpose.

Feme stay indoors all the time. 

Karen said: “It was horrendous, 
traumatic and very, very upsetting.” 

Jean Bishop, who is in her late 70s, 
lost her black and white cat Felix only 
a few weeks ago. 

She hadn’t see him for about 24 
hours, which was unusual, but then 
he appeared at the bottom of the gar¬ 
den. There was nothing the vets could 
do to save him. 

Jean said: “I have had cats all my life, 
and I have never had anything like 
this happen. It’s unbelievable that 
anybody could do such a thing.” 

Elaine and Paul Hewes, of Falklands 
Road, have lost two cats in two years 
to antifreeze poisoning. 


Jay, an 8-year-old ginger female was 
put to sleep in 2011, and six month old 
Poppy died in 2012. 

Elaine became suspicious after both 
of her pets displayed the same symp¬ 
toms and Poppy died so soon after Jay. 

She said: “It was very upsetting and 
it just puts you off having another 
one. 

“I would love to have a cat around 
but I wouldn’t put one through that 
again.” 

Elaine, 54, contacted the police to 
report the incident. 

All of the cats were treated at Swayne 
and Partners, on Hamlet Road. 

PCSO Packman said they were doing 
what they could to catch whoever was 
responsible. But she appealed for 
help. “We really need information 


from members of the public,” she 
said. 

Call Haverhill Police on 101 if you 
have seen anything suspicious or 
think you know anything about the 
poisonings.

On average, 14 thefts a 
month were reported 
between November and 
March last year.

“It is worth considering 
investing in an alarm;

on the market and some 
of these can be linked to 
your house alarm. 

“Furthermore, keep the 
tank itself as secure as 
possible and try to leave it 
unlocked for as short a 
time as possible.”

He said: “I can see that peo¬ 
ple from towns round about 
get annoyed with Bury St 
Edmunds because the people 
are quite snotty about the 
surrounding areas.” 

Mr Jordison revealed that a 
portion of the voters, who 
took to Twitter to declare 
locations #craptown or 
#notacraptown, had nice 
things to say about Haverhill 
which meant its reputation 
was protected. 

He said: “Quite a few people 
spoke out in defence of 


Haverhill and it was just over¬ 
whelmed by the other towns. 

“Maybe not enough people 
got interested in poor old 
Haverhill - there’s always 
next year!”

Homes now found 
for men sleeping 
rough in allotments

HOMELESS people who had made 
dilapidated sheds on allotments in 
Haverhill their home, have now been 
housed amid fears for their safety. 

Two men - one Polish and one 
Portuguese - had spent months bed¬ 
ding in garden sheds on the Duddery 
Hill allotments, even adding home 
comforts including a chest of drawers 
and a clothes airer. 

But after threats were made against 
them and vandals destroyed the 
makeshift shelter, police stepped up 
their efforts to get a proper roof over 
their heads. 

The Polish man has now been given 
accommodation in Milton and the 
Portugese national is due to be moved 
into a room in Haverhill this week. 

Before the men moved in, crime and 
anti-social behaviour was rife on the 
Duddery Hill allotments, but PCSO 
Lorna Chapman said it stopped when 
the men were living there. 

She said: “Before the homeless peo¬ 
ple were living on the site, it was being 
used for anti-social behaviour, drugs, 
and drinking. Nothing has been sto¬ 
len from the allotments after the men 
moved in.” 

Wisdom Toothbrushes, which owns 
the allotments, now has plans to step 
in and transform the area in a bid to 
get rid of its bad reputation. 

PCSO Chapman said: “Somebody is 
going to be employed to come and 
clear the site and take away the badly 
damaged garden sheds. 

“But they have the same attitude as 
me. They’re not going to rip down 
sheds when people are still living 
there. 

“We are all human beings and we all 
deserve somewhere safe to live.” 

The overgrown brambles and trees 
will also be cut back to make par¬ 
trolling the site easier for police. 

Getting rid of the clutter and mess 
also means that nearby residents can 
see onto the site more clearly. 

The PCSO said: “I know of the area 
now, and we will patrol it to make sure 
there’s no further anti-social behav¬ 
iour and rough sleeping.” 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, of Haverhill 
Police, said that he wanted the rough 
sleepers and other problems on the 
allotments to be dealt with as a polic¬ 
ing priority for the town’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Team (SNT).

Centre remembers the 1970s 
as county turns back time 


HISTORY lovers will be sent 
back to the 1970s as part of 
an ambitious project 
sweeping Suffolk. 

Exhibitions, community 
activities and public events 
are already in the pipeline in 
honour of the decade. 

Haverhill History Centre, 
along with other museums in 
Suffolk and Hertfordshire 
will be getting part of a 
£247,000 grant from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund to help 


them turn back time. 

The two-year project will 
see volunteers remember 
strikes, Mrs Thatcher, the 
Silver Jubilee - and the 
Chinese takeaway. 

Robyn Llewellyn, Head of 
the Heritage Lottery Fund for 
the East of England said: 
“This is an exciting project 
that will explore our 
relatively recent history and 
the impact it has had on 
society, a legacy still 


affecting the way we live 
today.” 

The Saving the ‘70s project 
will deliver practical training 
and professional support for 
museum staff and volunteers 
to help them with their own 
research and stories. 

Moyse’s Hall Museum in 
Bury St Edmunds and the 
Museum of East Anglian Life 
at Stowmarket are also 
taking part in the scheme. 


Man, 28, jailed 
for supplying 
methadone 
to his cousin 


A DRUG user has been jailed 
for feeding a bottle of heroin 
substitute to his cousin, who 
later died. 

Brendon Jackson, 28, of 
Westward Deals, Kedington, 
pleaded not guilty to supply¬ 
ing a class A drug but was 
convicted after a trial at 
Ipswich Crown Court in July. 

Jackson was sentenced to 
three years and four months 
imprisonment on Wednesday, 
October 2. 

During the trial, the court 
was told that Jackson had 
been prescribed methadone 
and received it from a phar¬ 
macy in Haverhill. 

In October 2011 the 28-year- 
old and his cousin Daniel 
Boyle, 24, were working away 
in Bristol and staying at the 
Gordano Services beside the 
M5. 

Jackson reportedly handed 
a bottle of methadone to Mr 
Boyle and encouraged him to

drink from it. 

The next morning, Mr Boyle, 
of Haverhill, was found dead 
in the room the pair had 
shared and tests showed his 
death was due to methadone 
toxicity. 

Philip Farr, defending, said 
Jackson had expressed genu¬ 
ine remorse for the death of a 
man who was not only his 
cousin but also a very good 
friend. 

He said: “He feels responsi¬ 
ble for the physical and emo¬ 
tional toll these proceedings 
have had on the entire family. 
He has decimated the entire 
family. There is a rift which 
will prove, in ah probability, 
unhealable.” 

Mr Farr also told the court 
that Jackson’s own drug use 
has caused irreparable dam¬ 
age to his health, leaving him 


in need of surgery to correct a 
heart condition. 

Judge John Devaux told 
Jackson that lies told at the 
time of Mr Boyle’s death had 
led to delays in the case being 
properly investigated and 
added to the seriousness of 
what took place. 

Judge Devaux said: “The 
most important aggravating 
feature of this case is the 
unnecessary loss of a life.” 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, of 
Haverhill Police, says he is 
pleased justice has been 
done. 

He said: “The sentence of 
three years and four months 
sent out a really strong signal 
for anyone who might con¬ 
sider acting in a similar way. 

“From ah of the people I 
have spoken to, Daniel Boyle 
was a really nice lad and I am 
pleased that his family can 
now achieve some sort of clo¬ 
sure after the sentencing.”

Town’s police 
want to know 
what you think 


PRIORITIES at Haverhill’s 
next Safer Neighbourhood 
Team (SNT) meeting will be 
more well-rounded than 
before as police open the 
polls online. 

High street parking has 
been a constant focus of the 
SNT for months, and 
Inspector Peter Ferrie says 
this is because the same peo¬ 
ple are voting each time. 

To combat this pattern, the 
force have decided to create 
an online poll and live stream 
of the meeting so everyone 
can have their say. 

On average, 40 people sub¬ 
mit their votes every quarter. 

Inspector Ferrie said: “The 
idea is to try and move the 
SNT forward. 

“I am sure that people who 
don’t attend the meeting have 
other things that they are 
worried about in Haverhill, 
besides the current priorities.

Issues with “boy racers” and 
“joy riders” and anti-social 
behaviour in a cluster of 
Haverhill streets were also 
chosen as the next quarter’s

priorities. 

These topped the list shortly 
after a spate of late-night bur¬ 
glaries in town and a rise in 
drugs crime, compared to the 
three year average. 

Inspector Ferrie said: “We 
need to have priorities that 
they SNT can actually solve - 
the current problems aren’t 
going to go away whatever the 
SNT does.” 

The next SNT meeting will 
not contain any group discus¬ 
sion time for attendees - 
instead, priorities will be 
written down as people come 
into the meeting.

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We’re in safe hands 


Reporter DEBRA FOX finds out 
more about the work of 
Haverhill’s Town Pastors... and 
the importance of a Freddo bar 



ON PATROL: Haverhill’s Town Pastors are appealing for more volunteers 


NEVER underestimate the good 
work a chocolate bar and a drink of 
water can do. 

If you’re from Haverhill, you might 
have come across the Town Pastors 
before on their weekly patrol of the 
town centre - they might even have 
treated you to one of their Freddo 
bars. 

Launched in 2011 and led by 
Captain Andrew Payne, of St Mary’s 
Church, the group of 15 men and 
women - all volunteers - take it in 
turns to pair up and hit the town 
from 9pm on Friday to 3am on 
Saturday. 

Comprised of volunteers from the 
Haverhill and District churches, the 
pastors are first aid trained, ready 
for action and prepared to lend an 
ear or a hand to anyone who needs it. 

But there’s more to their work than 
a kind word and a sweet treat. 

Cpt Payne said: “The bottom line is 
that we want Haverhill to go out and 
have a good time, but do it safely. 

“We all do silly things; we are there 


to be extra eyes and ears and step in 
and help if things get out of hand.” 

During their weekly duties, town 
pastors have stepped in to stop 
fights, administer first aid and help 
drunk and disorderly people regain 
their control, supplying them with 
water and chocolate for a much- 
needed energy boost. 

Their intervention in certain situa¬ 
tions, Cpt Payne says, has prevented 
people from ending their Friday 
night in police custody, or returning 
home on Saturday morning with a 
criminal record. 

The pastor said: “We are not just 
town guides - if someone is hurt or 
injured we do know what we’re talk¬ 
ing about. 

“The police are there for the law, 
and not to make friends with people 
or listen to their problems. We think 
it helps to have someone to listen to 
you and for them to know we’re 
there.” 

Janet Ashby and her partner helped 
a man out of a dark place on one of 


their patrols. 

She said: “He was the worse for 
drink. We went to speak to him, he 
was very distressed. We talked to 
him for at least an hour as he was 
suicidal and had personal problems; 
he said he had nothing to live for. 

“A few weeks later the man caught 
up with two other town pastors on a 
Friday night and thanked them, 
thinking it was us. 

“He said he had managed to sort 
some of his problems out and was 
pleased that he was able to talk to us 
when he was at his lowest.” 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, of Haverhill 
Police, says that the pastors provide 


invaluable service and support to 
the local police officers. 

Having them in action means the 
town is not left unprotected at a key 
time of the week if the police are 
called out elsewhere. 

Inspector Ferrie said: “They sit 
with people who are upset or vulner¬ 
able and give them the time they 
need on a busy Friday. 

“That way, the police can focus on 
enforcing the law and keeping the 
public safe.”

TURNING 60 usually means 
it’s time for a bit of well- 
earned relaxation. 

But one Haverhill man is 
celebrating his birthday in a 
totally different way. 

Bruce Davidson is prepar¬ 
ing to climb 5,895 metres to 
the top of Kilimanjaro in aid 
of the Rosie Maternity 
Hospital in Cambridge. 

Bruce, who turns 60 today, 
will travel to Africa on Sunday 
and hopes to reach the sum¬ 
mit on October 19. 

The father-of-four said: 
“Rather than just go down to 
the pub, I thought I would do 
something different and 
something memorable.

Bruce’s last fundraising 
attempt for the Rosie took 
place in 1991, when he ran the

Bruce will travel to Tanzania 
and take on Kilimanjaro as 
part of an 11 strong team. 

They will have five days to 
complete the ascent, but on 
the day they reach the top the 
group faces an 18 hour 
stretch, spending a few min¬ 
utes at the summit before 
descending again. 

He said: “I decided at the 
beginning of this year that I 


wanted to do this and I start¬ 
ed training three months 
ago.” 

Bruce has been doing inten¬ 
sive circuit training and 
going for 20 mile walks once a 
week. 

But just feeling fighting fit 
does not make you ready for 
Kilimanjaro. 

Bruce, of Jupiter Close, said: 
“I’m excited that I’m going to 
be taking on this challenge 
but I’m apprehensive about 
the climate and altitude. 

“I hope I’m not one of the 
people who doesn’t make it to 
the top after all of this hard 
work and fundraising.

A LEXIA Sloane, it’s safe to say, is not your average 13-year- 
old. 

, While many teens spend their free time slumped in 
front of the telly, Alexia busies herself working on her novel. 
While some are poring over Facebook, Alexia is practising one 
of several musical instruments. And while others might be 
reading the Twilight saga, Alexia is just nearing the end of Plato’s 
Republic - all five volumes of it. “But not in ancient Greek,” she 
says. “That’s my next plan”. 

Fiercely intelligent, the Comberton Village College pupil is 
tri-lingual, has several GCSEs and AS levels to her name, and has 
also won a number of creative writing competitions. 

But although she hates words like ‘in spite of’ or ‘despite’, I’m 
duty-bound to point out that Alexia is, in fact, completely blind. 

Born fully-sighted, Alexia had just turned 2 when her parents, 
Richard and Isabelle, noticed that something was wrong with 
their normally bright and happy daughter. On holiday in France, 
the family were enjoying a party when Alexia became unusually 
distressed. 

“She was howling for no reason, and we couldn’t calm her 
down,” recalls Isabelle, a teacher at Hills Road Sixth Form 
College. “She never used to do that, she was a very calm child. 
With hindsight, I realise that these were the signs that perhaps 
she was only seeing shadows. But because she was only 2, she 
couldn’t express that she couldn’t see.” 

The family continued their holiday, “but it was quite clear 
something was wrong; she would ask where somebody was who 
was sitting next to her,” says Isabelle. “So we took her to hospital 
in France and they said ‘Oh, she’s probably short-sighted’. But 
we didn’t think that was the case.” An MRI scan confirmed their 
fears: “She was found to have a tumour. We were very shocked, 
especially as she was born without any health issues.” 

Alexia was diagnosed with neurofibromatosis type 1 (NF-1), a 
condition that means she has - and always will have - a benign 
tumour at the centre of her optic nerves. 

Initially, doctors hoped to operate, “but the tumour being 
where it was, and with her being just 2, it was very risky. So 
a few days later they said ‘Actually we’re going to give her 
chemotherapy for 18 months’,” says Isabelle. 

“They were hoping it would reduce the tumour and she might 
keep a little bit of her vision, but unfortunately it all went very 
quickly after that - within eight or 10 weeks. She would say 
‘Hmm, the sun hasn’t risen today; it’s very dark,’ which was a 
clear sign that she couldn’t see any more.” 


Can she remember what it’s like to be able to see? “Not really,” 
says Alexia, “which is a bit strange seeing as quite a lot of my 
writing is rather visual, I’m told.” So she can’t see anything at all? 
“No. I like to say it’s like air. 

“And I have quite weird ways of visualising people,” she adds. 
“I see people’s voices as colours.” 

From the beginning, the Sloanes were aware that they had 
a very bright child on their hands. Alexia picked up Braille 
astonishingly quickly - she could both read and write using the 
complex method at just 4 years old. And although she had to 
have more chemo at 8, regular MRI scans, and even a gruelling 
eight-hour operation to correct her scoliosis, or curvature of the 


spine - another condition related to NF-1 - Alexia has only ever 
complained about one thing: missing school. “It’s the only thing 
she’s ever upset about,” smiles Isabelle. 

Because at school, Alexia thrives. What’s her favourite subject? 
“I have a few. I really like the creative side of English, of course, 
and music: I play recorder, piano, organ and I sing in a few 
choirs. And languages: I speak French, Spanish and English, 

I took GCSE Chinese when I was 12, and I’m also learning 
German, Italian and Latin.” 

But Alexia’s true love is creative writing, and she has the 
trophies to prove it. The most recent addition to a table proudly 
covered with awards is her prize for winning the prestigious 
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Henrietta Branford Short Story competition 
earlier this year. 

“I wrote a sort of science fiction story which 
I was informed later was extremely funny - 
that was totally unintentional! I always write 
things like that in about half an hour; they 
say you should spend weeks on it. But I said 
‘No, it should be OK’.” It clearly was, and in 
July Alexia was swept to London to collect her 
award from Dame Jacqueline Wilson. 

Living with her parents and sister Melissa, 

8, in Trumpington, Cambridge, Alexia writes 
whenever she has a spare moment, using a 
neat little Braille computer. She’s currently 
working on a novel set in World War Two: “It’s 
about a German boy, anti-Nazi of course, 
who doesn’t agree with what’s going on in his 
country. He meets a gypsy girl who shares 
similar views to 
him, and they 
break into a 
concentration 
camp to try to save 
a group of Jewish 
children. 

“It’s called The 
Piccolo and The 
Voice, because 
he plays the 
piccolo and she 
sings, although 
that is subject to 
change because 
I’ve changed the 
viewpoint quite 
dramatically: it’s 
now told from 
the point of view 
of the piccolo. 

Which could 
possibly sound 
extremely strange 
and perhaps 
quite childish,” 
she adds, “but I 
think it could work 
reasonably well.” 

Currently 
18,000 words into 
the book, Alexia 
is aiming for 
20,000 to make 
a novella: “She 
would like to send 
it to publishers, 
but probably 
thinks she will 
get refusals,” says 
Isabelle. “But if 
that happens then 
she’ll self-publish, 
because she’d like to have an actual copy of it.” 

It’s remarkable stuff, but Alexia’s intelligence, 
and her condition, has a notable downside: 
“Because of what she has, and because of her 
maturity, she’s really quite isolated socially,” 
says Isabelle. 

“It’s always been an issue. Because she’s 
always been more mature than her age-group, 
the children never really found any level 
ground with her; at primary school she didn’t 
really have any friends; they just wanted to run 
around the playground.” 

“And the problem at Comberton,” adds 
Alexia, “is I could be saying ‘What do you think 
of this piece?’ And they’ll be saying ‘Did you 
watch EastEnders last night?’ 


“But I don’t really mind. I have a few 
acquaintances, and a couple of friends who 
are in the Sixth Form.” 

At school, Alexia gets around with the 
help of sighted guides, and by using a stick: 
“Unfortunately! I don’t approve of it,” she says. 
“It’s because she thinks it makes her stand 
out from the crowd,” explains Isabelle. “She’s 
always refused the idea of the cane because 
she thinks only old people have canes, and she 
doesn’t want to be seen as different.” 

A guide dog wouldn’t suit either, as the 
family travel abroad so often; Isabelle is half 
French and half Spanish, and they regularly 
visit Europe. “What I would like is a GPS,” 
says Alexia. “They’re quite smart pieces of 
equipment - like the ones you have for a car 
but smaller.” “The problem is it couldn’t tell 
her if there was 
a hole in front of 
her,” points out 
Isabelle. 

Nevertheless, 
Alexia is stoical 
about her 
condition. Does 
she ever wish 
she didn’t have 
it? “I’m totally 
indifferent,” she 
replies. Is there 
anything she 
wishes she could 
do that she can’t? 
“No, not really. I 
don’t think I miss 
sports or anything 
like that.” 

“That’s the 
one thing that 
makes us feel a 
bit better,” says 
Isabelle. “She’s 
said before, many 
times, that there 
is nothing that 
she wishes she 
could do that she 
can’t do because 
she can’t see. That 
to me is a huge 
relief. 

“When you 
ask her straight 
out, would she 
rather see, she 
always says ‘No, 
I’m perfectly 
happy how I am’.” 
Isabelle adds. 

“She thinks she 
can imagine things in a much more beautiful 
way than what you can actually see yourself.” 

“I much prefer using my imagination, to be 
honest,” agrees Alexia. 

So what does the future hold for her? Alexia 
tells me she hopes to study at Cambridge and 
then become an interpreter - a job she had a 
taste of at the EU Parliament, aged just 10 - 
but only on a freelance basis, as she also wants 
to be an author. 

But whatever she decides to do, Alexia’s 
parents will always be enormously thankful to 
have such a clever, capable daughter. 

“We are so proud of her,” says Isabelle. “And 
it’s not just me, as her mother - everyone who 
meets her says she’s just so inspirational.” 


Here is the prologue to Alexia s novel, The 
Piccolo and the Voice. It tells the tale of a boy 
who fights to save a group of Jewish children 
in Nazi Germany - and is told from the point 
of view of his piccolo. 

"I remember being handed to him for the 
very first time. I remember how he opened 
my case, looked at me in admiration and lifted 
me out gently, gently, so, so gently. The way 
he put me to his lips, dry from lack of water. 
The way his long, agile fingers moved nimbly, 
stroking me as though he truly thought of me 
as one of his race, or as a beautiful animal. 

I sang out of pure joy at being touched and 
owned by him, and I knew that from that 
moment on the bond of music was and would 
always be between us. A bond that could 
never be broken once it had been formed. 
Even after his death, his spirit would remain to 
play me with softness, feeling, love and skill. 
But good fortune and happiness is very far 
from being all I can remember. You may be 
part of that group of people who believe 
that an object such as me has no feelings, 
not thoughts, no senses, no memory, but if 
you wanted to know the truth, turn over the 
page and read everything that happened to 
me, my master and his friend in those ter¬ 
rible times. If you do not, close this book and 
forget everything you have read here so far. 
But I will never forget, as long as I am able to 
make music. I must not. I cannot. And neither 
would you."

THE old axiom, “the only constant is change” 
holds true for business and life. For both, if 
you are not experiencing growth, you’re pos¬ 
sibly dying.

2. Get organised and take control

AS Jennifer Saunders heads for Cambridge 
Corn Exchange as part of this month’s Ely 
Literary Festival, Simon Gage asks about her 
new autobiography, Bonkers , that Spice Girls 
musical - and whether or not we should expect 
an Ab Fab movie... 

What should people expect from the evening? 

The interesting thing about the evening 
in Cambridge is that my old friend Joanna - 
JoBo - is hosting it. She'll be questioning me 
because she does a lot of literary stuff round 
there. She interviewed Dawn (French) for her 
book and she's going to be my interviewer. 
How does writing about yourself compare to 
creating comedy characters? 

I suppose in a funny way I am sort of 
presenting a funny side of me, rather than... 
it is sort of true, really. Yes, you're presenting 
your quirks, and that is very like a character. In 
the book I suppose I am a character. 

There’s a lot of you in your characters anyway, 
isn’t there? 

Yes. Well there has to be, really. Because you 
have to do them. Certainly in Edina. They are 
just part of you, really. 

Did Dawn French give you any advice? Did you 
read Dear Fattyt 

Dawn just told me to do it on time! Which I 
failed to do! Only by a month though. But it 
was pretty tense by the end. And yes, I loved 
hers. But you see she found a really good way 
into it, which I thought was brilliant, which 
was through the letters. I think hers was lovely 
and brilliant and also very emotional. 

In Bonkers , you talk about the characters you 
and Dawn created, Fatty and Grumpy, and 
they’ve stuck in a way, haven’t they? People do 
think of you as the difficult one, don’t they? 


I suppose so but I don't really mind. There 
was always the thing that Dawn would do that 
if anything went pear-shaped, or an argument 
needed to be settled, then I would be sent in. 
Because I wouldn't have done a lot of talking 
up to that point, I would be sent in as the sort 
of final word. 

How close to your real character is that 
though? Or are you just shy and inactive? 

Yeah, both really. But I am quite good if it's 
really important to say something and I'm 
much better at it now. 

And is it really the end of French and 
Saunders? Are you really never going to work 
together again? 

We just retired the act, which was the French 
and Saunders sketches, the show, the act. I 
mean, we'll always work together, but it won't 
be (sings) French and Saunders, doop-di-woo- 
ee-woo.

Season starts 



EXCITING developments are afoot with the 
News-backed Cambridge Classical Concert 
Series, which opens this month at the Corn 
Exchange. 

The Royal Philharmonic Orchestra have 
been named Orchestra in Residence at the 
Corn Exchange for the next three years.

LIFE begins and also falls 
apart at 60 in the cinematic 
collaborations of director 
Roger Michell (Notting Hill) 
and screenwriter Hanif 
Kureishi (My Beautiful 
Laundrette). 

In 2003, they sensitively 
explored the spiky issue 
of romance across the 
generational divide between 
grandmother (Anne Reid) 
and her grown-up daughter's 
hunky beau (Daniel Craig) 
in The Mother.

Japanese maples, or acers, may be expensive 
but they are still as popular as ever, possibly 
because there are varieties for 
almost every situation, even 
if you have the smallest urban 
garden. 

With slow-growing types that 
are suitable for pots, larger 
varieties which can create 
stunning backdrops and those 
which will drape above smaller 
rock plants, in woodland 
settings or as a framework to 
ponds, there's really no excuse 
not to have a Japanese maple 
in your garden. 

They will grow happily on 
acid or alkaline soils, need sun for good foliage 
colour but should be kept clear of biting winds, 
which will burn their delicate foliage, or drought, 
which will cause their leaves to go brown at the 
tips. 

However, they're not keen on chalk, so the soil 
needs to be lime free and preferably slightly acidic. 
I've had Acer palmatum var. dissectum 'Garnet' in 


ericaceous compost in a pot for five years and it 
has thrived, being kept well watered and sheltered 
from harsh winds. Replacing the surface compost 
of the pot with new compost every year will also 
help keep the nutrients flowing in a permanent 
planting. 

Alternatively, plant them in 
large pots of John Innes loam- 
based compost for the best 
results, or a compost compris¬ 
ing equal parts John Innes No 
2 and a soil-less multipurpose 
compost, which will hang on 
to water and nutrients more 
effectively. 

Among the best for autumn 
leaves is the Acer griseum, 

S n[ whose foliage turns orange and 

brilliant red in autumn, and 
which has the added interest of 
craggy, peeling bark in shades of orange-brown 
and cinnamon, which is most noticeable in winter 
when the tree is bare. It grows to a height of 
around 10m (30ft). 

Others will grow happily in containers, providing 
architectural structure and colour in areas which 
need them. Varieties ideal for pots include A. pal¬ 
matum 'Garnet' and 'Corallinum', which are slow- 
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growing and will stay a manageable size in a pot, 
producing deep rich red foliage before leaf fall. 

Other good choices for autumn include the 
snake bark maples including Acer davidii 'George 
Forrest', with its red-stalked leaves, and the native 
field maple A. campestre, which has a broad, 
bushy habit and small green leaves which turn 
butter-yellow in autumn. 

The coral bark maple, A. palmatum 'Sango- 
kaku', is renowned for its orange-red young stems 
which glow in winter light after the butter yellow 
autumn leaves have fallen. It's a good choice for a 
smaller garden because it has upwardly sweeping 
branches as a young tree. 

For those growing acers in containers, repot the 
plant every three to five years, either back into 
the same container with fresh compost, or into a 
slightly larger one. 


Remove the plant from its pot, then gently 
tease out the roots and cut back any large, coarse 
ones. Put the tree in the new container then fill 
in with fresh compost so the root ball sits at the 
same level as before. Water well and mulch to 
suppress weeds. 

If the leaves turn brown during summer, chanc¬ 
es are your plant's drying out. The leaves may also 
drop and the plant may appear dead, but if you 
water thoroughly and fork in well-rotted organic 
matter, it should recover. 

Generally, Japanese maples don't need pruning, 
but if you do want to keep it in check, just thin 
out overcrowded branches leaving the rest evenly 
spaced, or just shorten the branches which have 
grown out too far by cutting them back to a side- 
shoot. And only prune when the plant is dormant, 
from November to March.

End of the road for the Defender, 
the ‘Queen’s favourite’ transport 


ONE of the most-loved and long- 
lived road vehicles, and a favour¬ 
ite with the Queen, is to cease 
production. 

The last Land Rover Defender 
will be produced by Jaguar Land 
Rover (JLR) at Solihull in the West 
Midlands in December 2015. 

Featuring in the Angelina Jolie 
film Lara Croft: Tomb Raider and 
in the latest James Bond movie, 
Skyfall, the Defender name can be 
traced back to the early 1990s. 

But effectively, the popular 4x4 
vehicle, which is exported all 
around the world, represents the 
continuation of the very first Land 
Rover which came on to the scene 
in April 1948 and was modelled on 
the war-time jeeps. 

JLR has confirmed that Defender 
production will cease but has 


stressed a new replacement vehi¬ 
cle would join the Land Rover 
model range, which includes the 
Freelander, the Discovery and the 
Range Rover. 

John Edwards, who has just been 
announced as the head of JLR’s 
new individual products division, 
has said that the Defender is 
“known and loved the world over”. 

He has said the replacement 
would be “instantly recognised” 
by anyone who knows the current 
vehicle and the “core values of 
dependability and functionality” 
would be retained. 

Mr Edwards was also reported 
as saying the new vehicle “won’t 
necessarily be cheap”. 

Land Rover holds a royal war¬ 
rant, as a supplier to the royal 
household. The royal relationship 


with Land Rover goes back to to 
1948 when King George VI viewed 
the original Land Rover. 

The Queen, who has been pic¬ 
tured at the wheel of Land Rovers, 
took delivery of her first one short¬ 
ly after coming to the throne in 
1952 and has used Land Rovers 
ever since. 

A JLR spokesman said today: 
“Production of Defender in its 
current format will stop at the end 
of 2015. 

“A new replacement vehicle will 
join the Land Rover model range, 
but we have not yet announced 
the name nor any details of the 
new product. 

“The Defender in its current for¬ 
mat is coming to an end and we 
are looking at what the options 
are going forward.”

The Hero Carry forced competitors to carry 
a fellow competitor, the Hero Walls faced 
participants with 10ft high vertical walls to 
scale and the Walk The Plank saw them leap 
from a platform into the river. 

Everest was the course’s penultimate 
obstacle, a half-pipe ramp that had to be 
sprinted up before Mudders finally endured 
the Electroshock Therapy before crossing the 
finish line. 

Having completed the course in 2hr 49min, 
Tappin said: “It was a good challenge and a 
different way to wind down the race season. 

“I’ve been left pretty bruised and sore.” 

Tappin added: “It has not put me off 
participating in any similar events in the 
future.”

“I need to congratulate Mike 
Rockenfeller. He drove a fantastic season 
and earned the title. We tried to beat him 
and Audi but didn’t have the success. 

“I’m hoping at the season finale in 
Hockenheim I can have a better result 
and finish on a high note.” 

Paffett is level with BMW’s Bruno 
Spengler in fifth place in the 
championship, four points from third. 

The final race at Hockenheim will take 
place on October 20.
